From 
its earliest history through the rough- 
and-tumble era of lumber barons 
and labour radicals, Hoquiam’s his- 
tory has been inextricably tied to the 
vast, dense woods that surround the 
s| town. And although the woods pro- 
duced a great bounty for a few well- 
placed individuals, boom and bust 
cycles and exploitation bred unem- 
ployment, poverty, and scores of 
industrial accidents among the great 
»| majority of the region’s peo- 

ples. Through the depressions and 
federal logging restrictions Hoquiam has persisted as a small lumber town, one that today lives 
up to its motto: “Rebuilding Our Proud Past with A Promising Tomorrow.” Hoquiam, along with 
its sister-city, Aberdeen, have been frequently referred to as the “Twin Cities” of Washington.

From 1880 onward, Hoquiam's growth depended primarily on the lumber industry. The first of 
Hoquiam's early mills was a joint project by A. M. Simpson, a San Francisco lumber baron, and 
George H. Emerson (1846-1914), his agent and the man who became widely known as "the 
Father of Hoquiam." 


During the first years of the twentieth century, a whole bevy of massive mill operations entered 
Hoquiam. Because of the nature of the work, most loggers remained out of town throughout 
most of the year, although during shut-downs, the streets of Aberdeen and Hoquiam swelled 
over with woodsmen. Despite the widely held conception of lumbermen as freewheeling indi- 
viduals, mill owners and boss loggers required little prodding to form their own associations to 
control prices, fight unions, and socialize with their own. 


During the 1920s, new machinery, speed-ups, "production-pushing" foremen, and the increas- 
ing reliance on gyppo loggers (small, independent operators) pushed the harbour region into 
over-production. (continued bottom of next page...)

The City of Hoquiam received notice that for the third year in a row, we have earned a Tree City USA Designation from the Arbor Day 
Foundation because of our commitment to urban forestry. For the second consecutive year, we have also earned the Arbor Day 
Growth Award for demonstrating progress in our community forestry program. The prestigious Growth Award honours environ- 
mental improvements and higher levels of tree care in Tree City USA communities. Hoquiam is one of 77 cities in Washington to 
earn Tree City designation, but is the only one on the Olympic Peninsula.

Who hasn’t heard the expression, “Don’t take a wooden nickel?” And of course, over the years, many wooden money collectors 
have used various versions of this saying to promote their interest in wooden nickels. 


In the purest sense, very few wooden tokens listed by Norm Wells, Howard Richardson or Norm Belsten can actually be 
considered wooden money. The only examples that | can readily think of are the commemorative flats issued by the Stratford 
Lions Club in 1937 to promote the coronation of King George VI and Queen Elizabeth (later the Queen Mother). These are listed 
under numbers 58/76-001A, 001B and 001C and had a face value of five cents, ten cents and twenty-five cents respectively. 
They are undoubtedly the first wooden tokens issued in Canada that could be converted back into cash by presenting the tokens 
to the cashier at the local branch of the Royal Bank of Canada in Stratford anytime before 3 p.m. on May 11%, 1937. 


And, although | can’t think of any other specific examples, | am sure that a few other similar instances have occurred where 
wooden tokens could be redeemed for a limited amount of time for coin of the realm. Of course, most of the wooden tokens that 
we collect have some value - usually in the form of a “Good For” amount or service. But this is generally from a specific business, 
supplier or event. 


Now, imagine for a moment creating wooden money that could be redeemed by anyone, anywhere in Canada for real, hard 
currency. | didn’t think it could possibly happen but then | saw the proof that such a thing actually existed. 


In the mid-1960’s, the Interior Lumber Manufacturers’ Association began promoting “National Forest Products Week”. Sawmills 
that participated in this event are known to have come from the towns of Cascade, Christina Lake, Grand Forks and Greenwood 
(B.C.) but probably came from other nearby towns as well. 


One ingenious businessman decided that a novel way to promote both his business and the event itself would be to distribute 
wooden cheques during the period that the event was taking place. Some of these cheques have been listed since Norm Wells 
produced his first catalogue of wooden money back in the early 1970s. | always assumed that the “cheques” were simply 
souvenirs of the event which were handed out at the time. And | am sure that many CAWMC members probably believed the 
same thing as | did. But the truth is far more interesting. 


However, as you will see from the illustrations below, these “cheques” were in fact legitimately issued and used fiscal documents. 
They measure approximately 85 x 200mm and are approximately 4mm thick (1/8t" of an inch). Were it not for their durability, | 
don’t know how many examples would still exist today. In fact, these cheques were not really souvenirs at all. These pieces are 
unquestionably, genuine wooden money in the truest sense of the word. As can be seen, the participating firms used the 
cheques to pay their creditors - including the Government of Canada who willingly accepted the wooden cheque shown below 
which was made out to the “Minister of Finance” in the amount of $5,754.03.

The cheques were issued in good faith and passed through exactly the same procedure as any other cheque would have. In this 
case, the cheque was issued on September 21, 1964 and was subsequently presented to the Imperial Bank of Commerce on 
September 25, 1964. Then the funds were cleared and deposited into the Minister of Finance’s account. The cheque has the 
appropriate cashiers’ stamps on it as well as the usual “cancellation” line in black crayon to show that it has gone through the 
entire clearing house process. Other examples of these cheques show different bank stamps and | have not yet seen two that are 
identical. The words “Certified Cheque Do Not Destroy” appear in very faint ink to the left of the signature line. 


Did all of these cheques stay in British Columbia? Who knows? But if they were cashed, they would have been returned to the 
issuing sawmill after clearing and being cancelled. And it wouldn’t surprise me at all if some of the lower value cheques were 
never cashed but were kept instead because of their novelty factor. 


This cheque (number 9225-001 in Belsten’s listing) is signed by C.L. (Cecil) Sandner who was one of the owners of Sandner 
Brothers Lumber Co. Ltd. According to one of his relatives, Cecil was the Chairman of National Forest Products Week in 1964 
and 1965. He came up with the idea of the wooden cheques and several other sawmills followed his example. 


| would be remiss if | didn’t mention the fact that this particular cheque has special appeal for me. Not only is it the highest value 
“wooden money” | have ever seen but it was also issued on the very day | was born. 


| suspect that these pieces would appeal to cheque collectors, wooden money collectors and people interested in our earlier 
banking systems. | don’t know if Canadian banks still return cancelled cheques or not. But, we should be thankful that they did 
back then or perhaps none of these pieces would still exist today.

For New Germany Canada Day 2010 a Children's Parade was held and sponsored by the New
